Math Instructor Teaches ‘To 
Repay Society For Education’

“I began to teach with an idea 
of paying back society for the help 
that it had given me in obtaining 
my education,” stated Dr. R. E. 
Nokay, SAC math instructor. 


A chemical engineer, Dr. Nokay 
obtained his AB at the University 
of Istanbul, Turkey. 

He came to this country in 1949 
to earn his MS at the University 
of Florida. Finishing at Florida in 
1951, he continued his education 
at Northwestern in September of 
that year. 

While at Northwestern he not 
only worked for his doctorate, but 
worked with the professor of 
Thermo-Dynamics correcting ex- 
ams. 

Migrates to California 


In 1955, after earning his doc- 
torate, he was employed in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio as a chemical engi- 
near. He came here, because like 
most residents of Southern Cali- 
fornia, he liked the climate. 

Dr. Nokay was employed by the 
Flour Construction Company of 


Los Angeles as a process engineer. 
While there he helped design the 
chemical plants built by Flour. 

The President of Fullerton JC 
referred him to SAC President Dr. 
John E. Johnson, who hired him as 
an instructor in the higher math 
courses such as calculus and Ana- 
lytic Geometry. 

American Students 

Dr. Nokay feels that the great- 

est difference between American 


students and European students is’ 


the fact that European students 
generally do not work and are al- 
lowed more freedom in education. 
He states that in Europe the stu- 
dents do not have to attend class 
and take only one exam during 
the semester, which either passes 
or fails them for the course.

Nokay the most about SAC stu- 
dents is the fact that “students 
who work also have a definite de- 
sire for education.” He feels they 
are here for an education, not just 
an adventure or because their 


parents want them to go to col- 
lege.
